ficial evidence that the quietness of the market is caused by the 


fear of a repetition of what occured last spring andsummer. We 
believe it can be assumed however that a repetition of the slump 


in Western canned peas will not occur again this year, as pack-

® ’ any considerable holding of peas anywhere it is not in this section. 


The Western pea packers of the upper valley have formed a 
new Association presumably to encourage themselves, prevent a 
repetition of last year’s operations and especially to discourage 
the further extention of pea canneries in that section. The job- 
bers in New York and elsewhere are undoubtedly shy of peas,

There is no question that Western packers 

are in great doubt at present as to what to do. They are look- 

ing askance at peas after lust year’s experience, and, should they 

resolve to considerably lessen their acreage on corn, they may 


believe it necessary to turn their kettles to the packing of toma- 
toes as promising better returns than the other articles. It will

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to go lightly upon their output this year, and, as they will have 
the time, we would advise them that their interests lie in packing 
exceptionally fine goods, in planting or contracting for small 
acreage, in requiring of their growers only the best of stock, and, 
in plain words, of using the situation to improve the quality and 
condition of their tomatoes every way, and to make the best of 
what looks to be a doubtful situation at present. 

It is too early yet to forecast other crops or any crops. The 
probabilities are that early fruits will bring good returns; the 
small fruits will likely be plentiful and in demand, and the 
packers will have to calculate to give the staples a rest. We 
should have a fairly good year this season all over the country 
in peaches, for we have not had a first-class season for two or 
three years. We may reason it out as we please, but one of the 
solid facts in regard to crops is that that which has not been in 
good supply for past seasons is likely to give good returns this 
year A glut, however, is never wanted; the packer makes 
nothing on them in a season of oversupply from the trees; most 
of what is gathered is sold below cost; the public palate is sati- 
ated with the ripe fruit from the trees, and experience has proven 
that there is nothing in a glut. It should, however, be noted 
that the peach crop continues to move Southward. Just at pres- 
ent the eastern peach crop of Texas is steadily growing in volume 
and each year occupies a more important position in the general 
market. This crop through railway energy is pushing like a 
wedge between the Atlantic States crop and the Pacific States 
crop; but we must also remember that there is another crop— 
the human crop—that is increasing very rapidly in the West. 

We presume there will be an increased pack of sweet pota- 
toes this season caused by the success of the packing this year, 
squash and pumpkin loosing. | However it will not do to figure 
altogether in such an order, as the factor of increased population 
is steadily affecting the consumption of canned goods of all kinds. 

Next month will settle the values of future contracts as it 


will then come urgently before the packers. We believe this 
section where prices are generally first made is in excellent posi- 
tion, even the corn packers here are satisfied with the operations 
of the past year. They have no carry over of weight, and in 
other lines their warehouses are cleared. 

As the Legislature is in Session the oyster question will take 
@ prominent position, and it is becoming a matter of great im- 
portance to Baltimore City for it is incontravertable that the 
oyster business at present is going away from Baltimore. And 
quite a number of the best managers of the large firms here are 
establishing houses in the South and Southwest. The Sound 
running along the Mexican and Texan coast is destined to be 
quite a large producer of oysters. Recently the prospects were 
very good, but the severe storms that washed down on the coast 
from the inlands have filled the oysters with sand and covered 
them up in the Gulf bottom. The consequence is that there are 
hundreds of shuckers down there utterly idle and the reports are 
very gloomy from them. 

Brokers report business is quiet after the holidays as if not 
yet recovered, with no changes since the turn of the year. Corn 
is quoted here for standard county at 45 to 4734c; shoepeg at 50 
to 55c; and extra at 6214 to 65c. Quotations in New York re- 
main the same as last week, and the absence of the call for fu- 
ture contracts is noted. New York state corn in this market is 
quoted at 7oc. 

Tomatoes begin to show the management of a firm hand, 
and the price for no 3, standards is $1.10. It is also hinted that 
there are some asking higher prices, as much as $1.25. 

Peas remain unchanged, as can be said of all other articles 
on the list. 

In cans and canners’ metals the figures remain about as be- 
fore reported, except for a slight advance in pig tin, which is 
quoted at 36.25 to 36.38. Lead shows an advance of 5c per 100 
over last week’s quotations.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, Jan. 3.—With business quiet at the close of the 
old year and with a prospect of a few days more of quiet as a 
result of holiday influences, canned goods interests are look- 
ing forward to improvement in the near future. This improve- 
ment will, it is expected, take the form of increased movement 
rather than important advances in price. Inquiries for certain 
lines indicate that changed conditions will follow the compar- 
ative quiet which is always noticeable after the holidays. The 
situation has much of promise in it, and there is a strong belief 
that an upward movement in prices and an enlarged trade will 
follow within a short time. By the middle of next month the 
trade is expected to be in full swing and increased business is 
apparently certain. Stocks of all sorts of goods are about as 
usual at this season, and the outlook favors improvement rather 
than otherwise. 

Tomatoes.—The market is firm at $1.10, with some inter- 
ests asking as high as $1.25 for full standard Maryland 3s. No 
business of consequence is being done locally for jobbing account 
at that figure. Practically all sales made at that price are from 
second hands, sellers taking profits on earlier purchases. The 
ideas of buyers here are below those of sellers at factory points, 
and local jobbers seem unwilling to follow the packers’ market, 
but do not care to pay the price asked by canners. The position 
is one of unusual strength, and higher prices are confidently 
expected. Gallons are scarce and nothing is available at less 
$3.50. Nearly all holders ask $3.60. Jersey gallons are entirely 


out of first hands, excepting occasional small lots which amount 
to little. The impression prevails that stocks in the hands of all 
jobbers are light and that they will be forced into the market 
for supplies as soon as movement begins again. 

Corn.—The market opened the year as it closed, quiet, with 
no interest beyond supplying the ordinary routine demand. No 
features were reported. 

Peas.—No increase in interest was reported. Buyers are 
temporarily out of the market and sales are limited to actual 
requirements, which in view of the liberal purchases of the pre- 
holiday time are small. Stocks are light, however, and increased 
consumption would be likely to force an increase in prices. 

Asparagus.—Some business in 1906 asparagus has been 
backed subject to prices to be made in the future. The 1905 
output was cleaned up some iime ago and only small supplies are 
left in second hands. 

Beans.—The market is quiet, with practically no orders of 
importance placed. 

Salmon.—Not much interest is shown in any grade. Buy- 
ing has been light for some weeks and not until the spring 
movement begins will there be any interest of importance 
to note. 

Sardines. —An independent packer has announced an advance 
on all offerings as follows: Quarter-oils, keyless, $2.10; key 
cans, $2.45; three-quarter mustards, keyless, $2.10; high-grade 
fancy, $3.00 per case, all f. o. b. Eastport. Imported goods 
are firm. 

Oysters,—A good demand is reported and the market is 
firmer at packing points, with packers well sold up on stock in 
advance of the pack. 

Fruits.—Nothing of interest was reported in the market.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The market responds to the usual influences in the usual fashion, show- 
ing nothing abnormal in the situation, but the seasonable quietude is too 
much for most of the articles on the list, and they show little animation and 
no particular strength at the moment. Tomatoes are the conspicuous ex- 
ception, being more active than a fortnight ago and distinctly firmer in 
tone. The market has finally risen well above the dollar mark, holders of 
No. 3 standard Maryland tomatoes asking $1.10 f. o. b., and it is said that 
many bids at $1.02% per dozen have been turned down. There may be 
sufficient virility in the market to raise the level of values much higher, but 
it must not be forgotten that small price changes sometimes have an import- 
ant effect upon sales at retail, For example, the advance in price that 
brings canned corn or tomatoes out of the ‘‘ drive ’’ class of products, makes 
a tremendous difference in the season’s sale. No. 2 tomatoes and gallon 
tomatoes are also active and strong, and the larger size is likely to continue 
its advance beyond the limits of the 2’s and 3’s, owing to its greater 
scarcity. Maryland gallons, $3.50 f. 0. b.; Jersey, $3.60 f.0. b. The pack- 
ers are said to be getting out of tomatoes, the syndicate having relieved 
most of them of the major part of their late holdings. Peas are quite firm 
in tone. Salmon is firmer, Alaska red advancing to 9§c. f. o. b. Coast.— 
Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market, as reported in detail elsewhere, has shown an unex- 
pected firmness during the past week, and is now quoted (Maryland stand- 
ards) at $1.05, with some holders refusing to sell under $1.10. Undoubt- 
edly conditions are very strong and considerably higher prices seem certain. 
The syndicate is believed to hold a block of goods large enough to control 
the market from this on. Stocks in buyers’ hands are very low and from 
this on the demand will probably have to be good. Corn is unchanged, 
dull and weak. Peas are gradually getting better and the situation is 
strong, especially on the lower grades. Peaches are unchanged and dull. 


Apples are dull and will be until after the turn of the year. Prices are un- 
ehanged. The Baltimore line is unchanged and dull. String beans seem 
to be the only line showing any life. Prices are advancing and it looks like 
a clean-up. California canned goods are quiet and unchanged.—Grocery 
World. 

Chicago. 

Anything in the canned goods line is a safe, even a good, purchase at 
ruling prices. Tomatoes are in very short supply, most of which is con- 
trolled by a syndicate of packers, and even now the market is stronger, 
with an advance a certainty as soon as the trade are compelled to buy to 
meet the demand for consumption. Canned peas are short and tending 
higher, on short supplies. Even canned corn, the weakest of all the vege- 
tables, is about as low as it can get. Canners are selling at several cents a 
dozen less than cost, so it would seem that any change would be an advance. 
String beans and Limas are firm and in very fair demand. Canned fruits of 
every description are very firm. California lines are scarce in first hands 
and are expected to gradually work higher. Other packs of peaches are 
also showing a tendency to climb. Pears and apricots are firm. Canned 
salmon is stronger. This is a safe line to buy. Sardines will go higher the 
next change that takes place in them. Lobster, cove oysters, etc., are all 
very firm.—Gyrocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 


Tomatoes.—‘‘ I told youso!’’ The price on No. 3 standard tomatoes has 
started upward East. All the slack in the line has been taken up and $1.00 
strong is the latest quotation from Maryland, New Jersey and Delaware. 
This means $1.09 f. o. b. Chicago. There is no stock to speak of or of any 
importance in the hands of Western packers. It will be but a few days until 
the limit the £/i Grocer predicted for February, 1906, namely, $1.25, Chicago, 
will be reached. The smaller jobbing houses are ‘sitting up and taking 
notice ’’ as to tomatoes, and brokers are ‘‘ nosing around’’ for cheap lots. 
Quite a number of thousand-case lots have changed hands this week between 
jobbers. It is usual at this time of the year for jobbers to furnish various 
brokers with lists of goods which they desire to unload preparatory to 
stock-taking. These lists are very scarce this year, I learn, only two or 
three having been circulated, and they were of small lots of slow-moving 
goods, Not a tomato, an apple, nor other staple article, except a little 
sockeye salmon, were on the lists shown. There will be a rush and grab 
for canned goods after January 1, as there will undoubtedly be a compen- 
sating period of hard, freezing weather, and a long freeze-up of fresh vege- 
tables, Retailers are beginning to look around industriously for good

Sardines. 


The situation in the sardine market remains practically unchanged, the 
usual holiday dullness being still in evidence. Foreign sardines are very 
firm, due to lightness of catch and small supplies on hand and to come for- 
ward. Higher prices are confidently expected before spring. In domestic 


sardines an advance is also looked for in the near future, a meeting of some 
of the independent packers being held ia Eastport last week to. consider 
the question. The consumption has been so heavy at the bargain prices 
offered in the fall that, in spite of the large pack, supplies in first hands at 
the present time are limited. With the opening of the new year increased 
activity is expected in the market. 

The Monterey Packing Co.’s sardine cannery in California has closed 
until next spring. Many improvements were made last spring and much 
additional machinery was installed. Other improvements are contem- 
plated.

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Anti-Rebate Agreement Clinched. 

_ The agaeement of leading railroad officials to stop paying rebates has 
taken shape this week in Washington. The particular form of it is a pledge 
which representatives of the big Western roads have given to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to end such discriminations. 

These railroad representatives held a conference with the Commission 
today. J. C. Stubbs, vice-president and traffic director of the Harriman 
lines, was the spokesman for the railroad men, and he held a brief confer- 
ence with his associates before they appeared before the Commission. 
Chairman Knapp and Commissioners Cockrell and Clements were the only 
members present, the other Commissioners being out of the city. 

After the conference, which lasted more than two hours, the following 
statement was made: 

‘‘ The conference today with Western railway officials was not sought by 
the Commission, as certain papers have incorrectly stated, but its purpose 
was legitimate and commendable, and warrants the expectation of bene- 
ficial results. At a recent meeting in Chicago the representatives of practi- 
cally all the lines west of that city, from the Canadian border to the Gulf, 
adopted the following resolution: 

‘«* That a joint committee representative of lines in the Western Trunk 
line committee, the trans-Misscuri freight bureau, Southwestern tariff com- 
mittee and the trans-Continental freight rate committee be appointed and 
instructed to wait upon the Interstate Commerce Commission; declare the 
desire and purpose of the respective members of said committees or bureaus 
to co-operate with the Commission in the enforcement of the law to the 
extent of pointing out ways and means and giving the Commission any 
specific information that may come to their knowledge which will lead to 
effective inquiry in uncovering unlawful practices.’ 

“The object of the committee, whose names have already been 
published, was to present this resolution and assure the Commission 
of the united and determined disposition of the lines represented to 
conform to the law in good faith and in every respect and to aid the Com- 
mission in its enforcement. Pledges to the effect were given by all present, 


with the further promise to report every illegal transaction which may come . 


to their knowledge or of which they may have well-grounded suspicion. 

‘‘ While this visit was unsolicited, as above stated, it was not unwelcome, 
and the Commission has no reason to doubt the sincerity of the movement 
or its practical value. That it will result in the complete discontinuance of 
wrongful practices is perhaps too much to expect, for time alone will test the 
degree of its usefulness, but a marked improvement in the observance of 
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tariff rates may be fairly anticipated. If the promised co-operation is act- 
ually and continuously afforded, the payment of rebates and the granting of 
secret advantages will, it is hoped, be reduced to a minimum.” 

The railroad men who attended the conference were: G. T. Nicholson, 
vice-president of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe; H. R. McCullough, 
vice-president of the Chicago and Northwestern; J. H. Hiland, vice- 
president of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul; J. M. Johnson, assistant 
to the vice-president of the Gould lines, J. F. Holden, freight traffic manager 
of the Rock Island; J. W. Blabon, freight traffic manager of the Chicago 
and Alton; Howard Morris, vice-president and general counsel of the Wis- 
consin Central; C. L. Wellington, general traffic manager of the Colorado 
Southern; C. Hoile, traffic manager of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas; 
W. IL. Martin, vice-president of the Soo lines; J. C. Stubbs, vice-president 
and traffic director of the Harriman lines; E. E. Smythe, general freight 
agent of the Kansas City Southern. 


The representatives of the railways referred all inquries concerning the 
meeting to Chairman Knapp, of the Commission, who said the committee 
desired the assistance of the Commission in preventing rebates, and through 
the representatives of the Western roads, stated that the companies are de- 
termined to put a stop to discrimination in favor of large shippers. ° 


Through Mr. Stubbs, who was the chief speaker, and practically all the 
other members of the committee, the railway interests were represented as 
being anxious to have the Commission assist a railway committee in looking 
into all grievances. Mr. Knapp said the speakers even expressed a willing- 
ness to have such a committee headed by a man without railway interests 
who shall act as the go-between in all conferences between the railway com- 
mitte and the Commission. 


Several of the railway men assured the Commission that the public con- 
science has been aroused by rebate disclosures and that many prominent 
shippers have announced they will accept no concessions of any sort which 
may cause them to be classed with corporations which have profited by 
special rates. This sentiment, it was urged by the railway men, will assist 
materially in the movement of the railways to abolish rebates, 

Mr. Knapp and the other two members of the Commission who attended 
the conference assured the railway men that the Commission wili gladly 
co-operate with the railway interests in stopping rebates and in investigat- 
ing any grievances. In return for activity among the railroads in trying to 
abolish discriminations, Chairman Knapp said the Railway Committee did 
not ask concessions of any sort from the Commission, but merely desired 
co-operation.—/vuit Trade Journal and Produce Record.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The holiday season is past and every line of trade feels it is 
time to buckle down to work with renewed energy and the 
determination to allow no letup for twelve months. 


Even the legislative mills get to grinding at this period and 
apparently have much grist ready to handle. It is right in every 
business to keep a wary eye for opportunity, but it begins to 
look to us as if Congress was going too far ahead in taking up 
all kinds of questions as business of the Federal Government. 


This is bad procedure if followed too far, as it must event- 
ually intrude even upon domestic and private rights and finally 
land us in the mists and mire of such government tyranny as old 
Rome and other Republics settled into. 

The claim of constitutional rights of the Federal Government 
to interfere in all State matters under the discovery of ‘‘ Inter- 
state Commeace’’ was the beginning of this doctrine and the 
first natural result of it is the desire to create a multitude of new 
Federal offices with heavy salaries and little to do but to find 
new opportunities to interfere in commercial business. 


Naturally out of such conditions will develop graft, for expe- 
rience has long ago shown us all that the professional politician’s 
first duty seems to be to let his constituents know what a power 
they have given him and then to feather his nest through the 
application of that power when opportunity comes. 


It may be contended that England is well governed under 
the application of just this general principle, for the English 
Parliames assumes the right to legislate for everything from the 
building of warships to the quality of toilet soap for the people, 
yet it should be remembered that it was the enforcement of this 


claim that caused her the loss of these colonies, and it should be 
noted that her principal colonies do not allow too much interfer- 
ence on her part today. 


Just at present Congress has a difficult job before it in 
respect.to the control and regulation of transportation rates, and 
it will be a marvel if it succeeds in enacting a bill that will even 
come near covering the question. The trouble is they aim at 
too much detail and the desire to make offices is at the bottom 
of this. 


They have been for years trying to get a form of Bill to 
ensure pure food to the people, but so far have only succeeded in 
differing among themselves, because they aim at so much that 
any two men must have contrary views of the best method of 
proceeding. 


We believe it will be found necessary and advantageous for 
associated bodies such as the Canners’ Organizations in Annual 
Convention assembled to provide means for the employment of 
skilled and scientific men to combat the assertions of the Govern- 
ment Empirics in pure food, for the sake of giving the people 
proof from good authority that Officialdom is trying to establish 
a belief that much of Nature’s methods and productions are so 
poisonous as to be unfit for human food, although they have been 
part of the human food for very many centuries. 


In this way the politicians would be taught that the people 
would be informed by scientific authority as to whether the 
Government’s agents were correctly informed when they denounc- 
ed fresh food as containing salycilic acid, when it is a fact that 
that preservative can be found in nearly all green vegetable mat- 
ter; or if they point the finger of suspicion at Cream of Tartar, 
when it is well known that this is an extract from Grapes, where 
Nature puts it to answer a necessary purpose. 


We do not desire to give anyone cause to accuse us of de- 
fending the use of poisons in the preparation of manufactured 
food but we do intend to call attention to the equally great evil 
of irresponible parties handicapping the business of food prepara- 
tion with foolish insinuations or assertions that they are poison- 
ous, when they are only what Nature made them in their com- 
ponents. 


As an illustration the Peach contains the most virulent of 
poisons, pressic acid or oil of bitter almonds and yet if some 
Chemist should analyze this fruit he could truthfully report the 
presence of this poison and almost as certainly destroy the busi- 
ness of canning peaches, and of all things depending upon it. 


The fault is that the great consuming public are ever ready 
to believe that the manufacturer (or canner) is responsible for 
the poison and very unwilling to think that nature would put a 
poison in any food she produces, and it is upon this prejudice the 
Official builds for the sake of making his office seem necessary, 
and of course the salary that goes with it. 


The evils existing in Russia should warn us of the danger of 
being too much governed. In both cases the goverment is resolv- 
ing itself into Beaurocracy for sake of the control that is given of 
large disbursements, and the protests of the ignorant—come in 
the cry of Nihilism, a general cry against any government at all. 


The Mecca of the canned goods industry at present—and for 
the next month to come—is and will be Atlantic City. Every- 
body seems to be determined to go—and everybody should go, 
and make it their own individual business te see that something 
tangible is done by the combined meeting toward some of the 
important questions at stake. It is going to be a fine meeting— 
in point of numbers—in the work done—in the information given 
and received—in amusements and pleasure—in the weather.

Dysart, Ia.—Stock amounting to $15,000 has been subscribed by local 
business men and farmers for the building of a canning factory, which is 
expected to be in operation by the opening of the canning season of 1906. 
The temporary executive committee is composed of Con. Brandon, Hans P. 
Jensen and John Marsan. The main building is to be a brick building 
32 x 180 feet, with machinery which will handle corn, apples, tomatoes, 
peas, beans and pumpkins. 


Kentucky. 

New Albany, Ky.—A company composed of farmers and business men 
of Georgetown township is being formed to establish a canning factory at 
Georgetown. The company will have a capital of $10,000, and it expects to 
begin operations early next summer. A creamery of large capacity is now 
in operation in the little town. 


Jeffersonville, Ky.—The Memphis Canning and Preserving Company, of 
Memphis, this county, has filed articles of incorporatlon with the Secretary 
of State. The capital stock is given as $5,0co and is owned by Morris 
Cohen and others. 


Louisiana. 

New Orleano, La.—The Bay Coquille Oyster and Canning Company, 
Limited, has been organized in St. Bernard parish for the purpose of build- 
ing and operating a general factory for the canning of oysters, fish, shrimp 
and vegetables. The capital stock of the corporation has been fixed at 
$100,000, divided into 1,000 shares of $100 each. The officers of the new 
concern are: Albert Estopinal, president; Felix Dugas, vice-president; 
Harry McCall, Jr , secretary and treasurer. The Board of Directors is com- 
posed of the following: Felix Dugas, Honore Dugas, Albert Estopinal, H.

The company is a merger of 
the Wilson Canning Company, of Mexico, and the Taberg Canning Com- 
pany, of Taberg. ‘The company is capitalized at $50,000, and the directors 
for first year are: George H. Wilson, Jerome E. Baker and William H. 
Osburn, of Mexico, and W. J. Collins, of Utica. 


Waterloo, N. Y.—The committee of citizens appointed to solicit sub- 
scriptions and make general arrangements for the establishment of a can- 
ning factory here under the ‘‘toll’’ system of W. P. Davis, of Philadelphia, 
announces that the necessary amount of stock has been subscribed and the 
contract for the construction of the building has been closed. : 

Tennessee. 

Henderson, Tenn.—A new canning factory has just been organized at 
Selmer. The organization has just been perfected with H. P. Wood, presi- 
dent. This will be of great value to the fruit growers of this section, as 
there are no factories nearer than Jackson. 


Illinois. 


Chicago, Ill.—The Northwestern Can Co., of Chicago, has increased its 
capital stock to 100,000, The former capital was $6,000. 


British Columbia. 


Vancouver, B. C.—The report of the British Columbia Canning Com- 
pany for the year ended shows a considerable improvement, as compared 
with the previous period. The net profit amoants to £6,000, as against 
£3,100, and the ordinary dividend will be 7%%, or 24%% more than in 
1903-4. The sum placed to reserve is £2,500, as compared with £500, and 
raises the total of the fund to £12,000. It would appear, too, that the 
next accounts will also be of a favorable character, as the season has pro- 
vided an increased pack, and the directors state they have already sold the 
bulk of the catch at remunerative prices.

Tomatoes —There has been this week a further advance all around on 
tomatoes. No. 2 seconds and standards have made an advance of 2c. per 
dozen; No. 3 standards toc. per dozen. The general market conditions are 
unchanged, offerings are light, and from day to day certain features of the 
situation seem to be coming out more strongly. The indications point to a 
continued good buying of tomatoes after the first of the year. The packers, 
as a rule, are sold out, and the stocks of tomatoes are unquestionably in the 
hands of a few holders. These conditions have already resulted in putting 
the market to its present point, and very conservative people take the view 
that they will result in even higher prices. As usual, we will not yield to 
the temptation of predicting; we will simply give you now, as we have con- 
sistently done all through the season, the facts as we see them. We do not 
look for any wild speculative buying on the part of the jobbing trade. 
Jobbers will probably continue to pursue the same policy of buying only as 
they need the goods, but it looks as though the point has been reached 
when a certain quantity, and probably a very heavy quantity in the aggre- 
gate, of tomatoes will have to be bought in the very near future. The 
effect of buying of this character on the market in its present condition 
would seem to follow very naturally in the shape of higher prices. 

We have already received a number of inquiries for 1906 tomatoes. 
Packers down here are not disposed to make prices yet on future tomatoes. 

Apples.—The market on gallon standard apples in Baltimore seems to 
be entirely bare. We are having trouble in filling some little orders re- 
ceived today at $2.50 per dozen, but have not been able to find a case. 

We would like to call your special attention to the market here on No. 
3standard apples. Now that the gallons are off the market almost entirely, 
not only in Baltimore, but elsewhere, it looks as though No. 3s will have to 
be used, even by the trade that ordinarily do not handle them. We have 
several thousand cases of No. 3 standard apples at 65c. to 7oc. per dozen, 
regular, f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Corn.—There is not very much demand for corn, yet there are good in- 
dications of a better demand after the first of the year. There has unques- 
tionably been a heavy pack of corn this season, and there is perhaps a good 
big surplus around somewhere, but, with corn selling at such extremely low 
prices and consumption going on at an unprecedented rate, it is quite 
likely that the surplus that now seems so formidable will look a great deal 
different a little later on. The present condition of the corn market, espe- 


cially if it continues into the spring, will result in packers cutting down the 
pack next season to a very large extent. Corn, at present prices, which are 
in many cases below cost, has attractive features. 

Peas.—There is a steady flow of small orders coming in for peas, the 
market is unchanged, but in good shape; stocks of most sizes are so light 
that they will be off the market in this section in the near future. We call 
your special attention to our quotations. 

Beans.—The market here on No. 2 standard string beans is very strong 
at 47%c. per dozen. We have one or two godod brands at this figure. 

Spinach.—We are quoting good brands of No. 3 standard spinach at 
75¢.; gallons at $2.60 per dozen, regular, f. o. b. Baltimore, 

Peaches.—The Baltimore market on peaches is in pretty good shape. 
While trade is quiet, yet prices are being firmly maintained at $1.15 for No. 
3 second whites; $1.20 for No. 3 second yellows; goc. per dozen for No, 2 
seconds, white or yellow.

Tomatoes.—As we write our adieus for the year of 1905, we note most 
peculiar conditions existing after a most erratic year for both weather and 
tomatoes, This afternoon we have experienced a thunder and lightning 
storm very similar to the ones we have in August. This week we have ex- 
perienced an advance of toc. to 15c. per dozen in strictly standard tomatoes 
which has seldom been heard of before during holiday week, Today it is 
impossible to buy a block of full standard country packed tomatoes under 
$1.15, and, while a few cars might be picked up at $1.10, they are indeed 
the exception. We have a few goods that have been carried over from the 
pack of 1903 that have been done over and lacquered. They are offered at 
the exceptionally interesting price of $1.05, and second 3s are firmly held, 
with $1.00 as the lowest offering. 

Well-known brands of 2s which were held at 80c. last week have been 
advanced to 85c., and, while we have one or two lots to offer of reliable 
packing at 80c., they are the exception. Each day the market becomes 
stronger, and it is difficult to obtain refusals. In all probabilities higher 
prices will prevail next week, and, while the advance has been exception- 
ally rapid, it is remarkable to note that so many buyers are following these 
advances close enough to secure a few cars from time to time, before the 
seller has an opportunity to advance.
